The passing of the budget came 
just when it seemed as though 
council had readied an impasse 
Earlier balloting saw Mayor 
James M. Neal is cast a negative 
vote defeating Hie budget to break 
a council deadlock. 
The

objections 
of 
those voting against the budget 
was: 
1. An across-the-board pay 
raise (five percent) for all Bor­ 
ough employes didn’t solve ex­ 
isting “inequities.” Pay hikes 
should g# to those employes In 
lower income brackets, the dis­ 
senting councilmen said. 
2. Funds for tho raise should 
not he contingent upon the sale 
of the Kaiser plant but should 
rome from other sources. Same 
councilmen frit that the p ay 
raise should he retroactive to 
Jan. of 1962. 
3. The pay raise proposal did 
not spell out the various job 
classifications due for the hike 
sad the specific increase in sal 
ary for each. 
Earlier, when the budget had 
been defeated by nine Democra­ 
tic council members voting as a 
block, along with Mayor Nealis, 
Council President William Veitch 
cautioned council members that 
the budget had to be passed and 
sent to the state by April IS — 
Sunday. Veitch had voted for the 
budget along with eight Republi­ 
can councilmen. 
When council reconvened, and 
another roil call vote taken. Fifth 
Ward Democrat Francis Manao 
changed his vote to “yes.” 
Mango earlier had attacked the 
budget’s pay raise clause as “am 
bignou*.” The clause, he said, 
didn't specify which non-union 
employes would get the raise. 
Last night. Borough Council 
adopted a motion by a 9-8 vote to 
appoint its own committee for 
Industrial Development. 
Committee ‘Branded’ 
The motion was made by Coun 
oilman James Douglas, 2nd Ward 
Republican, 
after 
he 
branded 
Mayor James M Nealis’ Borough 
Industrial Committee as “pollti 
cal." 
Douglas charged that Neah*, 
Democrat, had ignored council 


members in his invitation to bor­ 
ough officials and businessmen to 
attend recent meetings. The In­ 
dustrial Group was formed recent­ 
e r the purpose of bringing 
new industry into Bristol. 
Douglas said that the Mayor’s 
committee was being used “to 
advance the political future of one 
or more persons of only one po­ 
litical faction.

NJ., spokesman at the con 
feronce. said the band, w4vkh flew 
back to the United States late 
yesterday after their release by 
authorities in Havana, said the 
group alto refused to talk poll 
tics with the Cubans. 
“We were shipwrecked treasure 
hunters, that’* aU,” Dickson said.
